Graceful pool enhances Japanese garden 
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Give your car 
weather checkup 

Sine* hot wreathor puts extra strain 
on your ear, It’s Important to kaap it 
in tip-top condition to avoid problems. 
The following preventive maintenance tips 
should help keep your summer driving 
cool and worry-free. 

Make sure that the engine oil and 
transmission fluid are at the proper levels. 
Oil cools as well as lubricates. Clean, 
well-filtered oil will help your car beat 
the heat. 

Check the battery to be certain it 
is properly filled and charged. Check 
battery cables for signs of corrosion. 
Heat can cut your battery’s performance. 
Check it often. 

The pressure is especially important 
during the hot summer months. Check 
the pressure in the morning when tires 
are cool. Inflate them to the pressure 
recommended in your owner’s manual. 
Proper inflation will give you better fuel 
mileage, longer tread life and sharper 
handling. 

Use a 50 percent mixture of anti- 
freeze/cooiant to water to cool your en¬ 
gine most effectively. Never add cold 
water to a hot engine. This could crack 
the engine block and necessitate expen¬ 
sive repairs. Turn your cool engine on 
and let it run while adding water to 
the radiator. 

Check all fan and power belts, par¬ 
ticularly those that run your car’s air 
conditioning system. Replace any that 
are cracked or frayed and be certain 
they are adjusted to the proper tension. 

Replace any brittle, cracked or soft 
hoses. A split hose can leave you strand¬ 
ed far from a service station or repair 
shop. 

Get your transmission checked, espe¬ 
cially if you plan to tow a boat or trailer. 
Since most automatic transmissions share 
the cooling system with the engine, tow¬ 
ing may create the need for a trans¬ 
mission cooler, an inexpensive device 
that can be installed at many auto ser¬ 
vice centers.

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Diabetes mellitus causes changes in the 
body’s blood vessels, and these changes cause 
vision problems for many diabetics. When the 
blood vessels that nourish the retina begin 
to deteriorate, they can leak blood or fluid 
or become enlarged. This can lead, over a 
period of years, to macula edema. (The macula 
is the central focusing area of the retina.) 

The clogged vessels begin to seep, leaking 
blood and serkum into the tissues behind the 
retina. These fluids accumulate behind the mac¬ 
ula, producing the edema (swelling) that can 
lead to eventual vision loss. (This condition

Tips, Tales Tantalizers 

Hooray! Summer is finally here. And for 
those of you who enjoy the sun and sand 
and surf, well, 1 have only one thing to 
say. “Watch out for sea serpents.” You 
know, like the Loch Ness Monster. 

Actually, no true serpent has ever been 
caught; however, tales of them go back as 
far as the tale of Leviathan — 
believed to be a whale — recorded in 
the Scriptures. But for those of you who 
were around in 1938, maybe you 
remember the sea animal that was landed 
off the coast of Africa. It closely resembled a 
prehistoric reptile. But to keep the 
hysteria down to a minimum, scientists 
claimed that it was just a five-foot fish, 
weighing 127 pounds, and just a very odd-looking 


is called nonproliferative retinopathy.) Unfortu¬ 
nately, patients do not notice these early 
changes that can be found only by an opth- 
thalmologist’s evaluation of macula. 

A second kind of vision-threat is vit¬ 
reous hemorrhage. When the abnormal cells 
clog up the vessels behind the retina, the eye 
tries to compensate by growing new vessels — 
but they grow out of the front of the retina 
and into the vitreous, the jelly-like substance 
that fills the eye. (This conditon is called 
proliferative retinopathy.) 

These new vessels are fragile and prone 
to rupture, releasing blood and serum into 
the vitreous where it becomes vision-obscur¬ 
ing black dots or cobwebs. When these ac¬ 
cumulate, significant vision loss can result. 

These disease processes are part of the 
reason that diabetics are 25 times more likely t 
to suffer acute vision loss that non-diabet¬ 
ics. 

Laser technology, discussed several col¬ 
umns back, has provided a means of treat¬ 
ing this disorder, and that will be discussed ; 
next week. 


negative states. Let’s consider one example. 

John worked in a place where banter and 
repartee were a social norm. The employees 
tended to kid each other using derisive com¬ 
ments, but always is good humor and with 
good intentions. Behavioral scientists know 
that some individuals and social groups com¬ 
municate affection to others in this manner. 
Nevertheless, there were times when John 
found their laughter particularly biting. When¬ 
ever he felt this way, however, John knew 
he was temporarily devaluing himself and 
immediately countered by repeating to him¬ 
self a memorized list containing his good 
qualities. 

He maintained this litany until his ability 
to laugh about his foibles returned. After all, 
their laughter was not really at him, but 
rather with him. By not acting as though 
he was being insulted, he more quickly re¬ 
cognized the geniality in their mirth. 

Like John, most of us can reverse a 
negative self-evaluation by reminding ourselves 
of our good qualities and acting accordingly. 
If the problem persists beyond this, however, 
it is good to know that modern counseling 
methods are usually quite helpful.

Dick and Betty, proving 
it is a small world for 
us folks from the Wis¬ 
taria Village. Some of the 
special attractions along 
the way included Sea 
Life Park, with a dolphin 
show, rainbow-colored 
fish, sinister eels and sting 
rays and boistrous seals 
and sea lions; the Valley 
of the Temples where 
10,000 carp, a gigantic 
bell and enormous Bud- 
ha greet visitors benignly; 


the Polynesian Cultural 
Center; a renowned blow¬ 
hole, which was not up 
to snuff on our day, and 
Waimea Falls Park, each 
of which offered its own 
unique attractions. 

Awesome was the word 
for the waves at Sun¬ 
set Beach and Waimea 
Bay, although the surf 
was not extraordinary 
that day. We watched the 
brave and, to us, fool¬ 
hardy surfers pit their 
fragile skill and wit a- 
gainst the implacable 
might of the Pacific.

“Well, I didn’t until 
my daughter Bess, who 
works at Coco’s, told 
me. 

“What are they?” 

“They’re a group ol 
people proposed by May¬ 
or Roy Buchan who will 
have complete control ol 
any home owner in the 
city of Sierra Madre by 
official ordinance.” 

“How’s that?” 1 asked. 

“This ordinance No. 
1036 will ‘Safeguard the 
heritage of the City by 
preserving architectural 
and cultural land 
marks,’ ” Lars explained. 

“What’s wrong with 
that?” 

“That’s only part of 
it. They can take any 
house or group of hous¬ 
es, and declare them 
‘Landmark Structures.’ 
These structures must be 
maintained in a reason¬ 
able condition. If not, 
these Cultural Heritage 
houses may be declared 
a public nuisance and 
repaired at the owner’s 
expense.” 

“Those are harsh 
words,” I said with 
much sympathy. “How 
does it affect you?” 

“The house we are now 
sitting in is the former 
residence of Hiram Holm 
when he wrote ‘Boy 
Life in the Mountains’ 
and it’s a cultural her¬ 
itage house, one of 44 
in the city.” 

“So?” 

“I had a general con¬ 
tractor up here yester¬ 
day. He said my house 


will slide down the hill 
if 1 do not get a new 
foundation and reframe. 
The cost will be $20,000. 
I want to tear down this 
old ‘shack’ and build a 
new house but 1 can’t 
do that on account of 
the Cultural Heritage 
Commission.” 

“Boy, am I ever glad 
1 don’t live in a ‘Cul¬ 
tural Heritage’ house,” 
1 said with sympathy. 

“That’s where you’re 
wrong. You live in ‘The 
Canyon,’ right?” 


“Yeh, I do,” I agreed. 

“Well, you know that 
‘leak’ in City Hall?”

Somebody once said, 
in our hearing, “Sierra 
Madre’s for the birds.” 
Needless to say, he didn’t 
survive to say it twice. 

However, Sierra Mad¬ 
re does now have a ser¬ 
ious problem and it’s get¬ 
ting seriouser. Our be¬ 
loved town is, sad to 
say, “going to the birds.” 

We illustrate our point 
as follows. 

For the first 35 years 
we lived here all our 
feathered friends acted 
like feathered friends are 
supposed to act. The 
mocking birds mocked, 
the doves cooed, the blue 
jays squawked, the owls 
hooted, the quail oh-ho- 
hoed and the ravens nev- 
er-mored. They fattened 
on early worms and 
nested in the leafy bow¬ 
ers of the trees. They 
raised their young with 
circumspection and kept 
their distance from us, 
as did we from them. 

It was a fine relation¬ 
ship.

Alas, something “et” 
up her eggs, but a week 
later she returned or 
was it one of her sis¬ 
ters and took up the 
station (or channel) 
again. This time the eggs 
hatched and the babies 
grew so big under mama’s 
wing she got to looking 
like a ship in the locks 
of the Panama Canal, 
seemingly riding in the 
sky above the spider 
plant. 

No sooner did her 
“younguns” depart than 
mama #3 settled in and 
currently is still in re¬ 


sidence. Obviously, the 
word has spread: hatch 
your eggs with prime 
time.

Location of trees 
escalates land value 


The natural beauty of 
oak trees can add cash 
value to rural property, 
according to a study by 
University of California 
Cooperative Extension. 
Objective of the study, 
“Value of Oaks in Rural 
Subdivisions,” was to de¬ 
termine the value that 
trees, predominately blue 
oaks, contribute to un¬ 
improved rural property 
considered for subdivi¬ 
sion. 

Realtors and appraisers 
valued treeless subdivision 
land at $5100 per acre 
near Ukiah in Mendo¬ 
cino County, and $24,000 
per acre near Santa Rosa 
in Sonoma County. In 
contrast, stands with 40 
blue oak trees per acre 


were worth $6500 per 
acre near Ukiah, a 27 
percent increase over bare 
land value; and $29,000 
per acre near Santa Rosa, 
a 21 percent increase. 
While property values 
slumped somewhat for 
land with lOO to 460 
trees per acre, they were 
still more than for bare 
land. 

“The study suggests 
that landowners interested 
in receiving top dollar 
for parcels they sell should 
not clear all the oaks 
before subdividing,” says 
Richard B. Standiford, 
Cooperative Extension 
forester at UC Berkeley. 
“However, a landowner 
could selectively thin the 


trees and not decrease — 
and even possibly in¬ 
crease — the property 
value.” 

“Large-scale subdivi¬ 
sions are the primary 
reason for the loss of 
hardwood rangelands in 
California,” says Standi¬ 
ford. Other reasons for 
removing oak trees from 
the land include use for 
firewood and, in some 
areas, to increase forage 
production fpr livestock. 

However, leaving the 
oak trees on the land is 
more valuable than re¬ 
moving them for fire¬ 
wood, according to the 
study. If the blue oak 
trees were cleared before 
selling the subdivision 
acreage, $1400 per acre 


would be lost for the 
Ukiah property, and 
$5000 per acre for that 
near Santa Rosa. 

Studies in other states 
have determined that both 
individual trees and 
stands of trees can in¬ 
crease the market value 
of a property, relates 
Standiford, but a scat¬ 
tering of trees on the 
property is preferred. 

The UC study is au¬ 
thored by Standiford; 
Peter C. Passof, Coop¬ 
erative Extension fores¬ 
ter in Mendocino Coun¬ 
ty; and Nancy Diamond 
and John LeBlanc, Co¬ 
operative Extension staff 
research associates at UC 
Berkeley.
